General Regulations and 
Rules Must be Followed 


The Cold Storage Locker Plant 
lat Crystal Dairy Ltd, Didsbury, is 
;how in operation after many 
| months delay due to non-arrival of 
equipment, and patrons can now 
bring in their meat, fruit, vege- 
| tables, etc. for storage. 

Mr. J.W. Wordie, manager of the 
local creamery, reminds locker 
holders that all meats must be in- 
spected by the company before be- 
ing placed in lockers. Meat that 
comes in to the plant unwrapped 
must first be weighed, then the 
owner's name, description of meat, 
weight and locker number entered 
in the register. After this it must 
be wrapped in oiled paper and then 
re-wrapped in wrapping paper 
Each package must be marked with 
date on entry and locker number 
before being put into the locker 
where meat and other commodi- 

| ties will be quick frozen at a tem- 
} perature around seven degrees be- 
low zero. 

Patrons are reminded that no 
unwrapped meat, fruit or vege- 
tables will be accepted for storage 
in lockers. 

Hours at which lockers will be 
open for putting in or taking out 
articles are as follows:

A Square Deal for Veterans Assured by 
Progressive Conservatives 


The very first clause of the Progressive Conservative plans for 
the re-establishment of Veterans, adopted at the National Convention 


of December, 1942, is as follows:— 


DEM OBILIZATION 


In carrying out the deniobilization of Canada’s Armed Forces

COUCH GRASS CONQUERED 
Couch grass, once one of tiie 
most troublesome weeds in Alberta 
has met its master in the form of 
the one-way disc.
